The note answers'a communication 
from Secretary Hull which responded 
to the statement that Great Britain 
was unable to make any payment on 
the war debt installment due June 15. 

“In fact,” said the British note with 
regard to payment in kind, “the eco- 
nomic objections to cash payments 
would apply with equal force to de- 
liveries in kind unless those deliveries 
were to consist of indigenous products 
of the debtor country—excluding re- 
exports—and unless they were accept- 
ed by the creditor country and con- 
sumed by it in addition to the goods 
taken from the debtor country in the 
normal course of trade.

The report attacks the asbestos 
code and bases the attack on provi- 
sions never yet approved and. there- 
fore, non-existent. At the board’s 
hearing only two members attended 
and one of them admitted that he 
had never read the code itself but 
only complaints about the eode. 

Its attack on the bedding 
which it sars oppresses the 
fellow, is based on the fact that the 
code does not permit any fellow— 
big or little—to make bedding out 
of unsanitary second-hand material 
and sel] it to the poor as new. 

One of its two attacks ‘on the boot 
and shoe code was that it did not 
shorten the credit terms existing in 
the industry prior to the code.

So much has been printed regard- 
ing the operation of the many com- 
ponent parts of the agricultural ad- 
justment administration, that it may 
be regarded that the public is very 
well informed upon this part of 
federal help to agriculture. But 
while doing all of these big things 
Uncle Sam is not losing sight of the 
necessity of. attending to what are 
now small affairs, but which might 
easily become serious if not prop- 
erly handled.

While Florida is not a large pro- 
ducer of cotton it was in this state) 
that a rather serious infestation of 
pink boll worm was discovered two} 
years ago in patches of wild cotton 
on the Florida keys and along the 
coast of the mainland. Prompt ac- 
tion on the part of Avery S. Hoyt, 
acting chief of plant quarantine, pre- 
vented any spread of the pest to 
cultivated areas, but complete erad- 
ication being the only certain pre- 
ventive of future trouble, a small 
army of scientists and their assist- 
ants are working to build a defense 
they believe will be impregiuable. 


Over 4,000 acres of these patches 
of wild cotton have been destroyed, 
and in accomplishing their work the 
government employes encounter 
considerable difficulty. In much of | 
the country they are called upon to! 
explore the vegetation is so dense | 
that a way must be cut through be-| 
fore the wild cotton can be located, 
and some kevs can ony be reached 
at high tide to get the boats over | 
shoal water. 


In this manner Uncle Sam is tak-| 
ing precautions against one of the 
worst pests of cotton getting a se- 
cure foothold and becoming a men- 
ace to future crops. 

Last year, and in some past years, 
grasshoppers devastated huge areas 
in some northern and western states 
because prevention methods were 
not used, the problem being tackled 
only after the invasions became se- 
rious,

The following comment was printed in this place last September. It 
is quoted now to remind you again of democracy’s fatal habit of waiting 
until the horse is stolen to lock the stable door. 

The government is urging farmers to plant less wheat in order to 
raise the price. It offers a kind of bribe to win their co-operation. And 
as this is written, it is offering the Orient 35 million bushels, at a figure 
below the world price, in order to reduce the quantity of wheat in this 
country. ; 

The idea is to make wheat scarce, for scarcity is the only thing that 
will insure a high price. 

Nature is helping the good work along; and if she continues her 
help for another year or two, somebody is going hungry. 

Do you know how much wheat we have on hand? Neither does any- 
body else. Government experts say 385,000,000 bushels. But they take 
available production records and subtract available consumption records 
and assume that the difference is left on hand. 

But they say most of the 385,000,000 bushels is held on farms. That 
may sound right to a government expert, but, not to people who know 
something about farming. 

Wheat “‘left on the farm” is fed to stock or eaten by chickens, pig- 
eons and rats or spoiled by mold and weevils. Very little of it ever will 
be flour. 

There isn’t enough hard wheat in sight to feed America a year. 

This year the wheat section suffered the greatest drouth in a gen- 


Wheat land is hard and dry. Even a normal rainfall this winter cannot 
store up enough moisture to produce a normal crop. 

Wheat is a heavy drinker. It takes an average of 1,044 pounds of 
water to produce a pound of wheat. And another year of drouth, plus a 
little more government generosity, should make bread scarce enough to

YEAR SENTENCE 
GIVEN HARRIMAN 


Former Head of New 
York Bank Convicted on 
Fraud Counts. 


NEW YORK, June 27.—(/)— 
Joseph W. Harriman, former presi- 
dent of the Harriman National Bank 
& Trust Company, was sentenced to 
four and one-half years in prison to- 
day on a conviction of causing false 
entries in the books of the bank. 

Federal Judge John C. Knox direct- 
ed that Harriman creed over “to 
the custody of the attorney-general of 
the United States for confinement in | 
the penitentiary for a period of four 
and one-half years on each count on 
which he stands convicted.” 

The court inadvertently neglected 
to state that the sentences be eoncur- 
rent, but said later that was what he

PROCESS TAX RELICE 
APPROVED BY F. D. R. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—(/)-—- 
Senator Pope, democrat. Idaho. was

The act authorizes a refund of floor 
taxes where the processing fee is re- 
duced or abandoned without waiting 


for all processing taxes to be removed 
'from jute, cotton and burlap. This is 
‘done in order to permit those holding 


these commodities in stock to meet 
competition. 

Inder the existing law. refunds 
could be granted on compensating, 
taxes but not on floor taxes. 

The amendatory law also allows for 
the adjustment of the floor taxes ta 
meet changes in the processing levies, 

In addition, it authorizes the treas- 
ury department, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the agriculture department, to 
postpone from 90 to 180 days the 
time in which processing taxes may 
be collected. 

The bill redefines the processing tax 
as affecting hog producers to coms 
pel packers and others processing hogs 
for the market or for other use te 
pay the levies instead of the farmers, 

It does this by changing the defini- 
tion from “preparation for market” 
to “processing for distribution or 
use. 

This will require packers and pro- 


‘ecessors for market to pay the taxes 


and will abolish the practice that has 
grown up whereby local packers make 
farmers kill their hogs and pay the 
taxes before they will buy them. 

It also is intended to reach big 
hotels. which grow and slaughter their 
own hogs.

“The greatest and most colorful na-
